But from 4 o’clock until closing 
time, all polls were crowded and 
the total of 1,178 was reached by 
closing time.

* Every three seconds, someone is injured. Every five 

and a half minutes, someone is killed.» 

‘That's the unenviable accident record in the. United 
States. In terms of money, the cost to the nation is as much 
as the annual outlay for the European recovery program! 

Contributing factors to the nation’s accident toll are 
many, but the. belief that accidents just happen and can't 
be prevented is an underlying cause in the majority of mis- 
haps, according to Ned Dearborn, president of the National 
Safety Council. 

“Between Pearl Harbor and V-J Day,’ Dearborn 
stated, “almost 100,000 more people were killed in acci- 
dénts than were killed in all the armed forces. We know 
accidents are preventable—campaigns show that—and 
we're on the verge of getting the public won over to the 
fact.” 

In the meantime, however, negligent householders con- 
tinue to blow up boilers or slip on back porches to place 
home accidents at the top of the death and injury lists, while 
would-be Barney Oldirzids crash through to keep highway 
smash-ups in. close second place. ; 

April is the month of the annual National Safety 
campaign. The figures bluntly indicate that all of us 
must help to cut down the tragic list of accident victims. 
For our own safety, let’s play it safe, and live!
